On January 9 1995, our new State Legislature began its 
current session, This year, as every year, we will watch the 
proceedings, and through the efforts of the Government 
Affairs Committee and the Legislative Sub-Committee 
and the work of our Lobbyist, Jerry Johnson, we will 
track the legislation and activities of our State Govern- 
ment to help protect the interest of our members.

CAD News for Architects

If you've wondered about CD-ROM drives... 


More software packages (including AutoCAD) are becoming 
available on CD-ROM. At CAD-1 about half of the computers 
we custom-build now include CD-ROM drives. CD-ROM 
technology allows software developers to include more “pro- 
gram” than on floppy diskettes. Plus, loading software requires 
less manipulation of the media, and documentation can be 
included online. 


There are four types of CD-ROM drives on the market; SINGLE 
(evolved from the music CD drive), double, triple and quad 
speed. Single speed, the original drives, had a spindle/spin rate 
of 150Kb/sec. A more important spec. to the end user, however, 
is information access time. Single speed drives hover around 200 
ms. NEC, manufacturer of a triple speed drive, has published 
access time for its 3X drive at 195 ms. The newest, and signifi- 
cantly higher cost, quad speed drives clock in at around 120 ms. 


How to choose among 2X, 3X and 4X drives? Technology may 
be the limiting factor. According to one of our distributors who 
has researched this subject, a 3X drive does not always spin at 
3X speed. Its default speed is 2X, but when necessary it will 
speed up to 3X — primarily when transferring very large blocks 
of data. This indicates that transfer rate is a more important drive 
spec. than spindle rate. Unless you are working in high 3rd 
graphics or full-motion video applications, the 2X drive is 
probably your best cost/performance investment at this time.
